is a continuing one. This is the job of 
agricultural colleges, experiment sta­

pliers. The wonders they hav e per­ 
formed to date would confound 
the 
genius of a Cy rus 
McCormick or a ! 
John Deere. 


Since electricity became available 
to millions of farms, agricultural en­ 
gineers hav e taken 
the reins o ff their 
imaginations and put 
their dreams to 
w ork in all ty pes of farming. In the 
fascinating field 
of farm electrifica­ 
tion research, here are a few of the 
newest activ ities which show promise 
of success: — 
Di-electric heat to condition grains 
and 
forage; increasing the effective­ 
ness of spray s by placing electrical 
charges on plants 
as well as in spray s 
at the time of application: automatic 
livestock 
feeding 
assembly 
which 
draw s grain and mill feels from cribs 
and bins to be ground, mixed and 
convey ed in correct proportions 
to 
each manger; dev elopment of auto­ 
matic electronic egg grader, and the 
study of electric lamps and traps to 
attract and kill such pests as the corn 
borer, and tobacco and tomato horn 
worm. 
Invisible radiation, radio freq uency , 
magnetism, micro-currents and ultra­ 
sonics also are being tried in v arious 
way s to help the farmer cure, pre­ 
serv e and, in general, put a better 
product on the market in an easier, 
more certain, and less costly fashion. 
Off the drawing boards and into use 
in recent y ears hav e come electrically 
operated silo unloaders, bee hiv e 
heaters, crop driers, cow-to-cooler 
milking eq uipment, infra-red brood­ 
ers and automatic poultry feeders. 
The farm may nev er become a push­ 
button operation. And the farmer may 
nev er be able to direct his machines 
from a radar control booth in his 
barn. But those who hav e seen the 
progress made in mechanization 
of 
farm work in recent y ears won’t say 
it can’t happen. Improbable is the 
word they use—not impossible. We'll 
just hav e to wait until a few more 
dreams come true, and until farmers 
catch up with the passing parade 
of 
new mechanical eq uipment already 
devised for their v arious choring 
needs.

As a means of holding v aluable water 
on the land, as well as furnishing excellent sport fishing, a good pond is 
a decided asset to any farm.

Is there any other state that has 
built 80,000 new farm ponds in the 
last ten y ears? 
If so, Missouri 
farmers would like to know about 
it. For that, according to recent 
estimates of conserv ation and ag­ 
ricultural agencies, is the num ber 
of new w aterholes added to their 
farms by 
Show -m e 
landowners 
since 1941. Officials of the Mis­ 
souri 
Conserv ation 
Commission, 
who promote good farm ponds as 
an important wildlife management 
aid, believ e this constitutes some­ 
thing of a record. 
More im portant than numbers, 
though, is q uality . There is a v ast 
difference between a w ater-hole 
and a pond designed to produce a 
number of farm and wildlife bene­ 
fits. The Commission and agricul­ 
turists alike point out that the 
striking feature of the Missouri 
pond progratVi is the high q uality 
of most of the ponds. They hav e 
a name for this ty pe of pond, and 


“multipurpose” seems to cov er it 
well. 
The key to the q uality of the 
Missouri pond is found in a set of 
standard specifications for its lo­ 
cation, construction, and m anage­ 
ment. These specifications w ere 
worked out by Conserv ation Com­ 
mission technicians, in coopera­ 
tion with the Soil Conserv ation 
Serv ice and the state Agricultural 
Extension Serv ice. 
But hav ing a set of plans for 
good ponds is one thing; getting a 
lot of them built is another. Mis­ 
souri farmers are canny folk, not 
to be rushed off their feet by new 
ideas. So, although they knew a 
supply of perm anent w ater in the 
liv estock pasture was a good thing, 
m any wondered if the complicat-

ly necessary . It seemed a lot of 
trouble and expense, when y ou 
could catch w ater by just digging 
a hole. And this business of build­ 
ing a fine pond for liv estock w a­ 
ter, then fencing it so the stock 
couldn't get to it— what kind of 
figuring was that? 
There were answ ers to all these 
q uestions, and men in the coopera­ 
tion agencies were ready to giv e 
them. They all added up to one 
thing: it was common sense to 
build a pond that would supply 
good water, last a long time, and 
produce good fishing and hunting. 
As for the fence— well, wading 
liv estock m u d d i e d 
the pond, 
trampled the dam, contaminated 
the water. The banks could be 
protected, the w ater kept clean, 
the pond made to last longer, by 
keeping the liv estock out and run­ 
ning a pipe from a filter in the 
pond to a watering tank below the 
fence. 
Fence and pipe seemed to be 
the stickers. So, in 1941, the Com­ 
mission began offering free pipe 
and free staking-out serv ice to 
farmers who would agree to build 
a pond according to specifications. 
That turned the trick: 
7 8 2 farm ­ 
ers accepted the proposal the first 
y ear, and 647 more in the first 
part of 19 42, w hen the program 
seemed well enough started so the 
pipe-incehtiv e 
was 
no 
longer 
needed. Commission personnel fol­ 
lowed up with demonstrations of 
planting 
and 
m anagement 
for 
wildlife production; a free stock­ 
ing of suitable fish was offered 
for good ponds. The AAA, later 
changed to the PMA, put pond- 
building on the list of practices 
eligible for conserv ation pay ments, 
prov iding the good-pond specifi­ 
cations were met. The Extension 
Serv ice 
continued 
to 
push 
the 
program. 
1 
Once 
underway , 
the 
program 
spread swiftly . In a few y ears, nftw 
ponds were going in at the rate of 
arour.d 10,000 per y ear. Not all of 
these met all the specifications, 
especially at first. Yet ev en the 
poorer ones were better than the 
av erage old-time pond, and q uality 
K ep t 
improv ing 
as 
landowners 
gained experience and conv iction. 
By 19 51, of 8 0,000 new ponds, 
Commission technicians estimated 
around 40,000 mot the rigid speci­ 
fications necessary to q ualify them 
for a stocking of fish. 
And what of the fishing pro­ 
duced by these “pasture lakes?” 
Biologists, comparing the success 
of fishermen 
in 
term s 
of fish 
caught per hour on streams, large 
impoundments, and experimental 
farm ponds, found the following 
startling 
comparisons:

Farm ers and their friends found 
the ponds a source of new en­ 
joy ments, ev en while they banish­ 
ed the fear of liv estock w ater 
shortages. 
The multipurpose pond is here 
to stay and to show the nation, 
once more, what Missouri farmers 
can do when they put their minds 
on a job. It is one more example, 
too, of the fact that good wildlife 
m anagem ent is, first of all, good 
Tand use.

The answer to this seemingly im ­ 
possible situation is in one word — 
mechanization. That means tractors, 
combines,

nru.chines in the fields . . . milkers, 
feed grinders, welders and a host of 
other electrical helpers around the 
faimstead. 
The work of devising new ways of 
easing the farm ers’ burdens; devel- 


Since electricity became available 
to millions of farms, agricultural en ­ 
gineers have taken the reins off their 
imaginations and put their dreams to 
work in all types of farming. In the 
fascinating field of farm electrifica­ 
tion research, here are a few of the 
newest activities which show promise 
of success: — 
Di-electric heat to condition grains 
and forage; increasing the effective­ 
ness of sprays by placing electrical 
charges on plants as well as in sprays 
at the time of application: automatic 
livestock 
feeding 
assembly 
which 
draws grain and mill feels from cribs 
and bins to be ground, mixed and 
conveyed in correct proportions to 
each manger; developm ent of auto­ 
matic electronic egg grader, and the 
study of electric lamps and traps to 
attract and kill such pests as the corn 
borer, and tobacco and tomato horn 
worm. 
Invisible radiation, radio frequency, 
magnetism, m icro-currents and u ltra­ 
sonics also are being tried in variou* 
ways to help the farm er cure, p re­ 
serve and, in general, put a better 
product on the m arket in an easier, 
more certain, and less costly fashion. 
Off the draw ing boards and into use 
in recent years have come electrically 
operated 
silo 
unloaders, 
bee hive 
heaters, crop 
driers, 
cow-to-cooler 
milking equipment, infra-red brood­ 
ers and automatic poultry feeders. 
The farm may never become a push­ 
button operation. And the farm er may 
never be able to direct his machines 
from a radar control booth in his 
barn. But those who have seen the 
progress made in mechanization of 
farm work in recent years won’t say 
it can’t happen. Im probable is the 
word they use— not impossible. We'll 
just have to wait until a few m ore 
dreams come true, and until farm ers 
catch up with the passing parade of 
new mechanical equipm ent already

Since electricity became available 
to millions of farms, agricultural en­ 
gineers have taken the reins off their 
imaginations and put their dreams to 
work in all types of farming.

Di-electric heat to condition grains 
and forage; increasing the effective­

Invisible radiation, radio frequency, 
magnetism, m icro-currents and ultra­ 
sonics also are being tried in various 
ways to help the farm er cure, pre­ 
serve and, in general, put a better 
product on the m arket in an easier, 
more certain, and less costly fashion. 
Off the drawing boards and into use 
in recent years have come electrically 
operated silo unloaders, bee hive 
heaters, crop driers, cow-to-cooler 
milking equipment, infra-red brood­ 
ers and automatic poultry feeders.
